WHERE WILL IT STOP? 
There has been a great deal of talk on 
the subject of comp ulsory automobile lia­ 
bility 
insurance. 
Massachusetts 
has 
adop ted such a law which takes effect in 
1927. 
The basic 
question 
to 
consider is: 
'Tiow far should the government go in 
forcing the individual to insure the p ublic 
against his own carelessness?” 
The law’ already p rovides that every 
man is liable for his o wn careless acts. 
The theory of comp ulsory automobile 
liability insurance is that if a man has 
nothing w’ith which to satisfy a judgment, 
insurance w’ould furnish 
the 
necessary 
funds. 
The trouble is, the man who is 
resp onsible also has to carry insurance. 
If this law’ is to be ap p lied to careless­ 
ness W’ith automobiles, w’hy not to care­ 
lessness 
with fire? 
Fifteen 
thousand 
p ersons and five hundred and seventy 
million dollars w’orth of p rop erty were 
d*Pstroyf d last year in the United States 
by fire. 
A large p art of this loss of life 
and p rop erty w’as due to fire careless­ 
ness W’hich resulted in a sp read of fire 
tc adjoining p rop erty, thus causing loss 
of life and money to innocent p ersons. 
Why should the 
owmer 
of 
p rop erty 
W’hich has as great a p otential danger in 
fire hazard, not be required to insure his 
neighbors against his ow’n carelessness? 
lUs a big p roblem to consider. 
Each 
new’ law of this, kind shifts resp onsibility 
to an agent and tends to breed careless­ 
ness in the p rinc*i])al. 
Also each law’ of 
this kind drives the cost of living a notch 
liigher.

A REAL LABOR SAVER 
There are today 10 major uses for gas 
in the modern home, w’hePe 50 years ago 
there w’as only one— illumination. 
The 
use of gas p ermits automatically heated 
homes, freedom from coal dirt and ash 
removal, and 
eliminates 
inconvenience 
from coal strikes. 
Evidences of the rap id strides being 
made in consump tion of gas are seen 
p articularly in Chicago and Baltimore. In 
the former city gas sales during the p ast 
15 years have increased 78 p er cent, al­ 
though p op ulaiion increased but 38 p er 
cent. 
During the last heating season 
1,300 Baltimore homes w’ere heated en­ 
tirely by gas, with a total fuel consump ­ 
tion of 700,000,000 cubic feel. 
Gas thus rep laced 20,000 long tons of 
anthracite coal, w*hich w’ould have requir­ 
ed 6,667 three-ton trucks for haulage and 
2,000 tons of ashes wdth haulage. 
It is 
estimated further that the use of thero- 
stats in these gas-heated buildings saved 
more than 600,000 trip s to the cellar, and 
the saving in time in earing for furnaces 
is estimated at 60,000 hours. 


THE FAMILY BUDGET 
Our nation, states and p olitical subdivis­ 
ions have found making a budget of ex­ 
p enditures has help ed solve many p rob­ 
lems 
of 
administration. 
Every 
family 
should also learn to make a budget cov­ 
ering its p rincip al items of exp enditure, 
and among these, the sup p ort of some re­ 
ligious organization should not be omit­ 
ted.
